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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described In a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

1. Claims 1. 2, 11, 12. 21, and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Hayashi et al. (US006144318A). 

a. Per claim 1 , Hayashi teaches a vehicle navigation system including a first 
non-volatile memory (hard drive is one type of non-volatile memory) and executing 
section (41, figure 1), an optical disk drive (CD-ROM) and executing section (3, figure 

1 ), and an install section responsive to a navigation instmction to control the executing 
section to drive the non-volatile memory such that a vehicle navigation is carried out 
based on the old navigation software set and to control the executing section to drive 
the optical disk drive so that vehicle navigation is carried out based on the new 
navigation software set and the first and second executing sections to drive the non- 
volatile memory and the optical disk drive such that the new navigation software set is 
installed from the optical disk to the memory (column 14, line 36 - column 15, line 31). 

b. Per claim 2, Hayashi teaches that on completion of the installation, the 
install section automatically controls the second executing section to stop the operation 
and the first executing section to drive the memory such that the vehicle navigation is 
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carried out based on the new navigation software set stored in tlie memory (column 15, 
lines 20-23). 

c. Per claims 1 1 and 21 , Hayasfii teaches a method for upgrading a vehicle 
navigation system including a first non-volatile memory (hard drive is one type of non- 
volatile memory; 41, figure 1), an optical disk drive (CD-ROM; 3, figure 1), and 
determining whether an optical disk is available in response to an installation instruction, 
carrying out a vehicle navigation based on the old navigation software set, when the 
optical disk drive is not available, and installing the new navigation software set from the 
optical disk drive into the memory while carrying out the vehicle navigation based on the 
new navigation software set, when the optical disk drive is available (column 14, line 36 
-column 15, line 31). 

d. Per claims 12 and 22, Hayashi teaches that on completion of the 
installation, the install section automatically controls the second executing section to 
stop the operation and the first executing section to drive the memory such that the 
vehicle navigation is carried out based on the new navigation software set stored in the 
memory (column 1 5, lines 20-23). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
Invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

2. Claims 3. 4, 13, 14. 23, and 24 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Hayashi in view of Ahrens et al. (US005951620A). 

a. Per claims 3, 13, and 23, Hayashi teaches the invention as explained in 
the rejection of claims 2, 12, and 22. Hayashi further teaches an output unit and control 
(12, figure 1 ). Hayashi does not teach displaying the data size of the updated 
information. It is well known in the art to display the file size of new or updated software 
when installing new programs in order to let the user make sure there is enough 
memory to install the program. Ahrens teaches a navigation system memory update 
system that is exemplary of displaying a data size in order to allow the user to 
determine whether or not to update (column 20, lines 65-67). It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, at the time of invention, to display the file size, 
as is well known in the art, and as exemplified by Ahrens, in order to allow the user to 
determine whether or not to update. 
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b. Per claims 4, 14, and 24, Ahrens further teaches indicating the percentage 
complete of the update and a status bar (column 13, lines 14-16), as is common in the 
software art to indicate the status and time remaining of a software update or 
installation. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
3. Claims 5-10, 15-20, and 25-30 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

a. Per claims 5, 1 5, and 25, the prior art does not teach or reasonably 
suggest in combination the present invention including that the install section controls 
the first and second executing sections to stop the installation of the new navigation 
software set when a predetermined vehicle state is detected as claimed. 

b. Claims 6, 7, 16, 17, 26, and 27 would serve to further define the invention 
of claims 5, 1 5, and 25 over the prior art. 

c. Per claims 8, 18, and 28, the prior art does not teach or reasonably 
suggest in combination the present invention including wherein the new navigation 
software set contains navigation programs and data, and each of the navigation 
programs is designated to be specific or not, and wherein the install section controls the 
executing sections to stop the installation of each of the navigation programs and data 
when one of the navigation programs is specific and to carry out the installation of each 
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of the navigation programs and data when one navigation program is not specific as 
claimed. 

d. Claims 29 and 30 would serve to further define the invention of claim 28 
over the prior art. 

e. Per claims 9 and 19 the prior art does not teach or reasonably suggest in 
combination the present invention including wherein the new navigation software set 
contains navigation programs and data, and each of the navigation programs is 
designated to be restricted or not, and wherein the install section controls the executing 
sections to carry out the installation of each of the navigation programs and data without 
executing a restricted one of the navigation programs when the restricted navigation 
program is to be executed during the vehicle navigation. 

f. Claims 10 and 20 would serve to further define the invention of claims 9 
and 19 over the prior art. 

Conclusion 

4. The references made of record and not relied upon are considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: Hirayama (US006763429B1) teaches a method and apparatus 
for recording and playing back information. Kaneko et al. (US006600993B1 ) teaches a 
navigation system. Ino et al. (US006292626B1) teaches a reproducing apparatus, 
recording apparatus, and recording/reproducing apparatus. Ahrens et al. 
(US006289276B1) teaches a system and method for distributing information for storage 
media. Meek et al. (US006121924A) teaches a method and system for providing 
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navigation systems with updated geographic data. Ahrens et al. (US006018695A) 
teaches a system and method for distributing information for storage media. Beckert et 
al. (US005794164A) teaches a vehicle computer system. Nakajima et al. 
(US005544087A) teaches a navigation system. Abe {US005515284A) teaches a 
storage medium for map information for a navigation system and system for offering 
map information for a navigation system.
